INDIAN AFFAIRS 


There is a joint committee of the 
Senate and House of Commons hear- 
ing evidence from Indians and others 
interested in the The In- 
dians appear the com- 
mittee mostly the chiefs, the 
school teachers and the native church 
leaders. They are nearly ali full biood- 
ed Indians with their racial character- 
istic appearance. They are well dress- 
ed and quite fluent in the English 
language. Some are shy, some very 
excitable and sensitive but as a gen 
eral thing they have been very good 
witnesses, 

There are 125,686 Indians in Canada 
and about 7,205 Eskimos who are In 
ians under the Act. 

The Indian population may 
been greater at one time but since 

1871 it has been gradually increusing. 
| There are 99 reservations in Canada 
and there is a trust fund amounting to 
| fifteen million dollars. Some of this 
money can be spent for special pur- 
poses with the consent of the Depart- 
ment but most of the requirements 
are met by the amount of about six 
million dollars annually voted by Par 
liament.

—THE INDIAN SUMMERFALLOW— 


Quit a lot of interest has been a- 
roused by a new method of summer- 
failowing that his been practiced in 
recent years by a number of farmers 
in west-central Saskatchewan. 

lt appears that a farmer several 
years agé, probably by accident, neg: 
lected to summerfallow his land, and 
so a great growth of weed plants oc- 
cured which set to seed. Early the 
next spring the farmer burnt off the 
crop of weeds and sowed the land to 
wheat, probobly: not expecting to get 
much crop. To his astonishment he 
harvested quite as good a crop as his

fewer weed plants, Other farmers 
noticing this have practiced this meth- 
od and report good results. 
The Dominion Experimental Farm at 
Scott took note of this and, being al- 
ways alert for new things, laid down 
some plots for study. The results 
gave them enough justification to 
carry on with their experimental work. 
More information is needed about 
this new method. If it really works 
it will save the cost of summerfallow: 
ing, and prevent some soil-blowing in 
some districts. Those farmers who 
care to try this new method of sum- 
merfallowing on a smal] field should 
write to Mr. G. D. Matthews, Superin- 
tendent, Dominion Experimental Farm 
at Scott, and tell him about their re- 
sults.

The object the Dominion 
Government had jin mind in paying 
this bonus was to assist actual farm- 
ers when there is a partial or complete 
erop tailure, The levy of 1% om all 
grain gave the government the amount 
of $19', million in the years 1989 - 1944 
and the amount paid out as bonuses

The Act is rather complicated and 
to understand and inspectors 
have been appointed who are familiar 
with every detail.

The third annual meeting of 
Horse Co-operative Marketing Associ- | 
ation recently held at Swift Current, 
Saskatchewan, reported marked pro- | 
gress in its activities for 1946 and 
which is of vital interest to Western 
farmers. 

The financial position of the Associ- 
ation has progressed to a point where 
it is now out of debt. A yeara ago the 
capital debt was over a million dollars | 
This position has enabled the Board of 


the | Directors to allocate the net proceeds 
to further payments on horses ship 
ped to the Edmonton and Swift Cur- 
rent Plants in 1946. The final return 
to 1946 shipments will be 2.9 cents per 
pound. During 1947, 0.6 cents per

This final return to farmers is twice 
the price received a year ago. 
Following the annual meeting, the 
Board of Directors has decided to in- 
crease the initial payment to 2% cents
